Philologists have long disagreed as 


to the origin of the word Manhattan 
the name of the Isliftd on which 
stands metropolitan Sew lork. Bnt 
according to 4 recent issue of Uttle 
Old New York, many modern author 
hies are taking seriously the claims 
which nicrlbe the name to a great 
Jrunken bout held oa the island by 
the Dutch discoverers, whereat they 
made certain of the natives most 
ecstatically drunk for the first time la 
their Ihes, the Indians being so de- 
lighted by their Jovial entertainment 
that they gave the place the name of 
Mannhattanlnk, or the "Island of Jolly 
Topers." To substantiate this, It la 
pointed out that many of the early 
maps called the island Monadoe, Ifan- 
tdos and Manatees, all said to mean 
"a place of drunkennesa." 


The Dutch scholar, Van Der Doncb. 


•eemlngly refuted this idea, however, 
in his "Description of New Nether- 
lands," in which he pictured the In-1 
dlans as being an abstemious race 
whose common o>fuk was water from 
a living spring or well, and having no 
name in their lanjuagea to express 
drunkenness.
